Chaotic 

Students Allegedly 
Cuts Off Power; 
Boos, Cheers

An election rally held at Daw- 
son for I he nominees of the 
various undergraduate societies 
at Dawson ended in near riot 
last night when the student 
body booed indiscriminately the 
candidate? as they tried to pre- 
sent their platforms at a meet- 
ing held in Theatre One. 

The rally reached complete 
disorder when some individual 
took it upon himself to throw 
off the power switch plunging 
the entire hall into darkness. 
Despite this added handicap, 
however, the candidates up for 
election next Monday managed 
to present their platforms. 

Th meeting was presided over 
by Rocky Durochcr who intro- 
duced the speakers amid a steadily 
rising cacophony of cnt cnlls, auto 
horns and indiscriminate booing 
and cheering. Before 15 minutes 
had elapsed some of the students 
had already begun to leave the 
hall for pilgrimages around the 
campus. In no time more students 
followed so that by the end of the 
meeting only 5 or 6 students re- 
mained to hear their representa- 
tives-to-be. 

. Poor Show 

One individual was heard to 
state that if this mnss mayhem ex- 
hibited at the meeting is any indi- 
cation of the students interest in 
the coming elections, then by all 
means let the vote be given to the 
co-ed students on the Dawson Cam- 
pus and taken away from the men. 
Disdainful and unnpprccintivc 
students have no part In democrntic 
elections. No one Is above or too 
sophisticated for such things ns 
nn election rnlly. 

As a result of the conduct of the 
voting students at last night's clcc 
tion rnlly. there is much npprehen- 
slon on the Dnwson Cnmpus ns to 
how mnny will return their bnllots 
next Mondny. 

The Dnwson Executive Council 
hns as yet mnde no stntement con- 
cerning the conduct of the students. 
A complete stntement, however, is 
expected to be made today.

(By Canadian University Press) 
London— The International Stud- 
ent Service Canadian Committee 
has decided that all funds raised 
during the coming year will be 
earmarked for four specific projects 
as a result of the conference which 
was held during the summer at 
Aarhus, Denmark. 

The scheme calls for $4.000 to be 
sent to the University of Lodz~ln 
Poland for books and paper; S4.000 
to be contributed to some univer- 
sity in Finland (not yet decided 
upon) for t. B. supplies; $4,000 to 
be sent to the centre at Nanking, 
China; $4.000 to be sent to Austria 
to provide breakfast of bread, 
porridge and cocoa during three 
winter months for 500 students. 

Plans are also being laid to carry 
out a project of a yet undecided 
nature for needy veterans in Can- 
ada. Any funds remaining upon 
completion of these plnns will be 
forwarded to ISS hendquarters in 
Geneva for their work in Europe.

He called the twentieth cen- 
tury "the Century of the Masses" 
and went on to explain how var- 
ious European countries had solved 
this problem. He gave a brief his- 
tory of the solutions of Germany 
and Italy through the Fascist sys- 
tem and diagnosed the short suc- 
cesses of Hitler and Mussolini.

YOU ARE THE STUDENTS' SOCIETY 



Headlines on the front pape of today's Daily 
summarize what is hoped will take place at 
five o'clock tlifs afternoon. Then, for the first 
time this year, members of the Students' Society 
ran jintlirr fo hear reports on the activities of 
the Students' Executive Council, our representa- 
tive governing body. 

Main item on the. agenda is. of course, the 
question that has been tossed bark and forth 
for the last few decades, namely, should ro-cds 
be allowed to heroine cheerleaders. However 
interesting this question is, it resolves itself, 
we believe, simply into a necessary show of con- 
ceited action on the part of students, for most 
students have already expressed their approval 
of chccrleadcrctles. 

There remains, therefore, the fulfilment of 
the oripinal purpose of this first general meeting 
of the Students' Society: to permit students at 
large to enquire into the activities of the council; 
and to introduce new business on the agenda 
of the meeting. 

Spring 1945-46 saw the complete overhaul- 
ing of thr Society's constitution, the main 



amendment to which was the statement calling 
for a general meeting of the Society at the 
beginning of each term and another one setting 
the quorum of otX) as the required number at any 
Students' Society meeting. It was felt at the 
time that at least 500 out of the seven or eight 
thousand students attending the university 
should he present to lend weight to any decisions 
that might be made. 

Every time a meeting of the Society has been 
held The Daily has come out and editorialized 
the fact that students should realize their duty 
towards their society and turn out to meetings 
in full force. We often hear the criticism that 
5(M) is too many to expect to attend, yet math- 
ematics seem to disprove this statement. 

You are the Students' Society. Its opinions 
arc your opinions. Jts actions arc your actions. 
You can mnke its voice a concerted one and one 
of tremendous influence or you can let it become 
the voice of a small minority, with the potential 
power of expressing views to the public which 
are at odds with the majority of students on the 
campus —T.E.B.

Although his teachings are full of astrology, 
alchemy and mysticism, beneath this nonsense lie his 
memorable contributions to the art of healing; the 
bold rejection of the ancient theory of supernatural 
origins and causes of diseases, the substitution of 
simple and effective drugs (among these mercury and 
antimony) for the fantastic herb concoctions of Galen, 
and his theory of a specific for every disease, to-be 
found through chemistry.

Le Jazz Hot 

By Sorasin 

The most incredible musical 
event of the beginning of the 
twentieth century was the appear- 
ance of jazz. Indeed, in an era of 
scientific if not social progress, and 
of intellectual and artistic revolu- 
tion, music reappeared under one 
of its primitive forms, that of the 
minstrels and epic poetry. 

Nations have their poems and 
monuments to commemorate the 
highlights of their history and their 
heroes. Coloured Americans have 
developed from their folklore this 
song of the heart called jazz, to 
tell of their miseries and also of 
their simple- joys as a formerly en- 
slaved and now oppressed people. 
Their ethnical songs and dances. are 
intuitive expressions of a hungry 
people. This accounts for the world- 
wide enthusiasm, as well as for the 
passionate criticisms which greeted 
jazz. While the inexhaustible in- 
spiration of the Negro temperament 
was enough to rouse feet and 
spirits, the critics were measuring 
tons of music to the closest ounce 
and deploring its freedom from 
classical tradition, as to both music 
and lyrics. These people could not 
or did not want to see in jazz a 
cry from the bottom of the 
Negroes' hearts because they would 
then have had to throw their 
racial prejudice away; that they 
refused and stil Ircfusc to do. But 
jazz can take these criticisms; to it 
can be extended Brunetierc's famous 
judgment on Baudelaire and "Le 
Chanson de Roland": "It Is a double 
scandal of novelty and of wander- 
ing, meagre and gigantic poetry." 

Coloured musicians first establish, 
then rely on, traditional cliches,' 
which facilitate the Improvisation 
of melodies. Their notes are worth 
nothing on paper; the real value of 
jazz resides in the inspiration of 
the musicians, who usually have al- 
most no theoretical musical educa- 
tion. They merely use their instru- 
ments to express their feelings: so 
were born the melancholy blues, 
the happy stomps ... Of course, 
tunes were written, but they origi- 
nated in the musicians' souls and 
were written down on paper only 
later on. Even so, the tunc is used 
only in the exposition of the theme, 
after which each musician, in his 
solo, interprets it In his own way, 
according to his feelings. 

This Is true of any style, whether 
It Is New Orleans, Kansas City, 
Saint Louis or Chicago. To this, 
some people might say that Duke 
Ellington's music is not spontaneous; 
it is also often said to be weird, but 
don't you think that the first reac- 
tions to Tchaikowski's works were 
somewhat similar? The Duke's pres- 
ent music must be set completely 
apart from any other style. Not 
that It is not jazz. Far from it! Its 
epic theme is still the same, but its 
form is a much more stylised and 
progressive one, due to Ellington's 
terrific personality alone. Even the 
newly born "bebop," though quite 
as powerful and primitive as early 
jazz, will not survive as an original 
form, but will be assimilated by 
jazz which is presently evolving 
towards a more mature form. When 
this form is reached, jazz will cease 
being thought of as the stray lamb 
of music and it will be then recog- 
nized as music, even by the long- 
hair brigade.

The Modern Thinker 



The utilitarian theory of morals 
is based on the assumption that 
man is a reasoning animal who can 
direct his actions by the use of 
reason. This faculty of reason, say 
the utilitarians, will cause man to 
realize that he can best help him- 
self by working for ,"the greatest 
happiness of the greatest number 
of people". Enlightened self-inter- 
est is thus one of the basic con- 
cepts of the philosophy. However, 
the utilitarians of the nineteenth 
century came to realize that an- 
other principle influences man's 
actions — benevolence, or disinter- 
ested concern for the welfare of 
others. They said that these two 
facets of human nature, benevo- 
lence and enlightened self-interest, 
will work together in harmony to- 
wards the same goal— the greatest 
happiness of all. 

Utilitarianism acquired its name 
from the word "utility" which 
means — of use. What is of the 
greatest use to men? Happinesss. 
This word is defined as the pre- 
sence of pleasure and the absence 
of pain. Some advocates of the 
philosophy say that pleasures differ 
from one another only in intensity 
and duration, but others say that 
there is also difference in quality, 
i.e., an intellectual pleasure has 
more Intrinsic worth than a phy- 
sical one. This gradation in pleas- 
ures makes it very difficult, of 
course, to assess the value of each 
individual one. Who is to say that 
the music of Bach gives a higher 
sort of pleasure than that of Elling- 
ton? 

The moralists of this school say 
that there is no innate faculty of 
conscience. Conscience for them is 
merely another name for the opin- 
ions of society which people absorb 
as they grow up. Justice and truth 
as principles have no intrinsic

worth, but people have discovered 
by experiment that they do bring 
about the general happiness in the 
long jun. The utilitarian tries to 
base his philosophy completely on 
experience, and, in so far as this is 
possible, he succeeds. 

A motive Is only of value if it 
brings about consequences which 
lead to the general happiness. A 
man who tries, but fails, to do this 
receives no praise. Consequences 
are the criterion by which motives 
arc measured. 

Many people adopt the utilitarian 
theory because it seems to provide 
an easy and practical system by 
which to guide one's life. However, 
there are many difficulties for 
which utilitarianism cannot provide 
an answer. Unfortunately, I have 
space only to point out very skctch- 
ily a few of these difficulties. 

One of the most important is that 
each action has far-reaching con- 
sequences which may continue for 
centuries. As man is no prophet, it 
is therefore impossible to be sure 
that one is actually bringing about 
general happiness. Yet it is only 
the total actual consequences that 
make an action right or wrong. We 
can try to bring about the general 
happiness, but that is a very differ- 
ent thing. 

Again, certain people, such as 
murderers, will not be benefited 
by working for the happiness of all. 
Enlightened self-interest may tell 
such people to work for themselves 
in a different way. Thus the theory 
has no universal application. 

How far should we be. influenced 
by benevolence and how far by 
self-interest? Have we a free will 
which allows us to choose our own 
course of action? Can reason in- 
fluence our actions? These ques- 
tions remain unanswered. 

Lastly, there Is no way we can 
compare the happiness which dif- 
ferent people have. We do not ex- 
actly know how a man can bring 
about his own happiness nor do we 
know whether he should try to be 
happy within his present environ- 
ment or should change the envir- 
onment, nor whether he can make

his own happiness in any circum- 
stances. Happiness is an enigma 
which has yet to be satisfactorily 
explained.

However, this didn't solve any of 
the problems, he explained, but 
merely solved briefly the unem- 
ployment problem by diverting 
manpower to armament industries. 

Bishop Szent-Ivanyi then gave an 
analysis of the Russian approach 
to The Problem of the Masses. 
The Communist doctrine of that 
country was chronologically out- 
lined from its theoretical begin- 
nings as expounded by Marx and 
Engels in 1848 to present-day Rus- 
sian foreign policy. The Bishop, 
who has now been denied return to 
his native country under charges of 
being a traitor by the Hungarian 
puppet government, explained the 
process by which his, and other 
European countries, have slowly 
become Communist-dominated. 

He concluded by expressing faith 
in the Marshall Plan and putting 
forth the hope that our world pro- 
blems can be peacefully solved 
through a strong international or- 
ganization. Following the talk was 
a brief period of questions from the 
floor -which were methodically 
answered, thus clearing up indi- 
vidual problems. 

The speaker was thanked by Cran 
Pratt on behalf of the Unitarian 
Students and all those present

To Address 
L.P.P. Thins. 

Mr. Harry Binder, city organizer 
for the Labour-Progressive Party, 
will speak on "Dialectical Material- 
ism—the philosophy of the Marx-

A veteran of the labour move- 
ment with some twenty years ex- 
perience, Mr. Binder was one of 
the leaders of the famous trek 
to Ottawa in 1935, which was pre- 
vented from reaching its destina- 
tion by government troops.

'The Daily Clarion" from 1936 
until 1939. when he was arrested 
and spent three years as a political 
prisoner in" the Kingston Peniten- 
tiary. On his release, he joined the 
army and went overseas. At 
present he is receiving a pension 
for serious wounds sustained while 
on active service in France. 
"Mr. Binder is known as a force- 
ful speaker and will be remember- 
ed for his address here two years 
ago on the critical question of low 
cost housing for Veteran students.

Political Zionism — A Meaning

Political Zionism is a democratic 
movement to secure with interna- 
tional recognition, the establish- 
ment in Palestine of a Jewish State. 
When the United Nations Special 
Committee on Palestine (U.N.S.C.- 
O.P.) recommended a plan of par- 
tition for Palestine this September, 
it was with sadness and reluctance 
that Political Zionists accepted. 

Zionists had envisaged a whole 
democratic Hebrew State in Pal- 
estine, with full cultural and polit- 
ical rights to non-Jews, but the dire 
emergency which continues to exist 
to day for the remnants of Euro- 
pean Jewry forced them to accept 
partition as a means of solution to 
one of the most difficult dilcmnas 
of our time. 

After two thousand years of na- 
tional history, Palestine was con- 
quered by the Roman legions. Ro- 
man policy scattered the conquered 
people to the far corners of the 
known world, and with this loss 
of statehood emerged the roots of 
Zionism. During the dark periods 
of progroms and virile anti-semi- 
tism, this belief in the return to the 
Holy Land helped make Jewish 
suffering bearable. 

The Zionist movement, as we 
know it today, was a direct result 
of the Dreyfus trial, which uncover- 
ed widespread anti-Semitism in 
France. Modern Zionism therefore 
became an organized mass move- 
ment of Jews throughout the world 
to render it possible for Jews, desir- 
ous of returning to Palestine to 
have that privilege. 

LoLrd Balfour. British For- 
eign Secretary, wrote in an official 
letter to the president of the Brit- 
ish Zionist Federation dated No- 
vember 2, 1917, "His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment view with favor the estab- 
lishment in Palestine of a national 
home for the Jewish people, and 
will use their best endeavours to 
facilitate the achievement of this 
object. ..." » 

This letter rewarded the work 
of a Jewish scientist who contri- 
buted so notably to the Allied war 
effort, and to the number of Jew- 
ish troops who served with the 
Allies and in particular with Gen- 
eral Allenby in liberating Pales- 
tine. 

In 1920 the League of Nations 
gave to Great Britain the Mandate 
to administer Palestine. Article 2 
read "The Mandatory shall be re- 
sponsible for placing the country 
(Palestine) under such political, 
administrative, and economic con- 
ditions as will secure the establish- 
ment of a Jewish national home.' 

The next twenty years of turmoil 



and tragedy in Palestine culminat- 
ed in the Infamous White Paper of 
1939, which closed the door to fur- 
ther Jewish immigration Into the 
Holy Land. This Illegal document 
was a death warrant, because 
countless numbers of European 
Jews, who clambered for a chance 
to enter Palestine, were forced back 
to Nazi Europe. With the ending of 
the war. the homeless Jews looked 
to Palestine where the Hebrew peo- 
pie extended their hand of welcome 
and love. But the White Paper 
again prevented the discouraged 
remnants rf F • i ?'s Jews from go- 
ing home to Palestine. 

In the last two years the direct 
result of the action of the Man- 
datory Power In preventing fur- 
ther Jewish immigration into 
Palestine was to result in the con- 
tinued loss of innocent lives in the 
Holy Land. Condemnation, how- 
ever, must be made of a very small 
group of sincere but misguided 
extremists who abandoned the re- 
straint of the much provoked Jew- 
ish community in Palestine. The 
Irgun's attacks upon British troops 
for weapons and supplies were and 
are without support in Zionist cir- 
cles. 

It is to the everlasting credit 
and foreslght'of Zionist leaders that 
the surviving ten million Jews of 
the world can look with hope and 
pride to the Jewish people in 
Palestine, where daring new ex- 
periments in land reclamation and 
new forms of human cooperation 
have marked the Holy Land, as 
in ancient days, as a center from 
which will émanante new social 
achievements. Said Zionist leader 
Dr. Silver before the United Nations: 
"The Jewish people in Palestine 
stands ready to assume immediate- 
ly all responsibilities which the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish state will 
Involve."

There has been an opportunity to read 
over each of the four platforms carefully, and to learn from pen 
profiles what each candidate's supporters consider her outstanding 
qualifications for the presidency of the Women's Union. Yesterday 
Rosalie-Ann Ballantyne, Marylin Richardson, Ann Ryan, and Mary 
Stephens spoke to a meeting open to the Women's Union's entire mem- 
bership, affording another chance to "know who you're voting for." 
It is a heavy undertaking to be president of the Women's Union.

McGill Student 
Christens Ship 
InOntario Yard

Many and varied are the extra- 
curricular activities of McGill co-eds 
but very few have the opportunity 

of smashing a bottle of champagne 
over the prow of a vessel, and of 
watching the ship slide down into 
the water. Nicole Baudelaire, a 
Fourth Year Science student, did 
just that last week-end, at Midland, 
Ontario. It was her second christen- 
ing of this type; the first one was 
earlier this month at Sorel. 

Assuming that most of our read- 
ers have not attended the christen- 
ing and launching of a boat, we 
asked Nicole about the ceremony 
and her part in it. The ship she 
christened was the T. S. M. V. 
Midland, the first of a fleet of 15 
self-propelled hopper barges to be 
completed under a contract from 
the French government. 

The trip to Midland, on Georgian 
Bay, involved a flight to Toronto 
and a motor ride through the south- 
ern tip of the Muskoka country. On 
arriving there was a great shaking 
of hands, and Nicole must have 
greeted several hundred people this 
way. Then, as "marraine" or spons- 
or of the boat, she was given a 
bouquet of flowers before proceed- 
ing to the launching platform. 

She passed between two ranks of 
sailors presenting arms, and to re- 
ceive such a salute for the first 
time is an impressive experience, 
^o exciting was it that Nicole de- 
clares she could have made a 
speech without being nervous.. As 
it was, she had only to repeat the 
traditional invocation, "Je baptise 
ce bateau Midland. Que Dieu le 
bénisse ainsi que tous ceux qui 
voyageront a son bord." Then she 
swung the traditional bottle of 
champagne over the prow, and the 
boat slid down on its side into 
Georgian Bay. Watching the launch- 
ing of a ship on its side— the alter- 
native method is "end first" into 
the water— gives one the impression 
that the ship will lie that way on 
the water until it sinks, and It is 
a relief to see the vessel right her- 
self as if by magic. 

The bottle broken on the first 
"strike." There was more shaking 
of hands and more congratulations. 
Cocktails followed, a luncheon, and 
the presentation of a gift to the 
sponsor of the Midland. There were 
speeches by officials of the con- 
struction company, and of the Can- 
adian and French governments, in- 
cluding M. Bcaudelaire, Nicole's 
father, who Is chief of the French 
Mission of Public Works. The in- 
numerable toasts the occasion re- 
quired were not ommitted— to the 
company, to goth governments, and 
to the marraine, before the drive 
back to Toronto and points East.
